1. Whereas in pursuance of the powers conferred by sub

5. And whereas the President and the Counciliors have 
been indulging in and resorting to violence against the 
Chief Officer and Municipal Engineers using filthy language 
in order to get the illegal works done thereby undermining 
the administration and working of the Council; 

6. And whereas the President and the Councillors have 
locked the Chief Officer in the cabin and threatened him 
with dire consequences for non payment of wages of two 
daily wage workers from ward No. 4 ; 

7. And whereas a shop No. 3 belonging to the Council 
and which was leased earlier to . M / s . Tyres India Sales 
Corporation , was suddenly transferred in the name of one 
of the retainer Shri Azmatulla , and the matter was brought 
to the notice of the Director of Municipal Administration 
though the Councillors have recommended the change of 
the lease , the final agreement has not yet been signed and 
the lease is still in the name of the Company ;
